Former Illinois Executive Tells Ne- 


braska Agricultural Groups Pro- 
ducers Must Form Co-operative 


I 
Bodies To Take Care of Surplus; 
r Removal of Price Disparity Vital. 


Declaring that modem economists are agreed that agri- 


culture is in a serious plight; former Governor Frank 0. 
Lowden of Illinois, in an address at a mass meeting of Or- 
ganized Agriculture at the Nebraska college of agriculture 
Thursday afternoon advocated the creation of a federal farm 
board and the formation of producers into co-operative bodies 
incorporated for the purpose of taking care of the agriculture 
surplus. This was suggested by the speaker as a possible 
step toward bringing agriculture to a more equitable- level 
with other industries of the nation. More than 1,000 farm- 
ers, stock raisers and business men from all sections of the 
state heard the address. 


"All is not well on the farm be- 


cause of the great 
disparity be- 


tween the things the farmer has to 
Bell and the prices of the things he 
has to buy," Mr. Lowden said, "and 
there seems to he no permanent re- 
lief until this disparity is removed. 
The disparity, Mr. Lowden believed, 
conges from the fact that the farmer 
is unorganized ami must 
sell in 


open competition on a consuming 
market that is highly organized, 
while buying- from industry that is 
highly organized and 
can 
set its 


own price. 


Says Organization Remedy. 


Organization 
of 
co-operative 


marketing bodies that will put tho 
agricultural interests on a par with 
other industries and consumers in 
the matter o£ organized marketing 
and determination of price, is the 
r«mody for the situation, Mr. Low- 
den said. 


"Suppose," Mr. Lowden declared, 


"we had a federal farm board. Sup- 
pose that board 
found 
that pro- 


ducers of any farm commodity were 
sufficiently organized 
to be really 


representative of all producers 
of 


that commodity. Suppose that when 
the board had ascertained this fact 
it would authorize, those producers 
to form a 
corporation 
for 'taking 


care of the surplus, either storing 
it to meet'a possible future domes- 
tic need or exporting 
it upon the 
test terms 
possible, 
the expenses 


and losses incurred for storage or 
in export to be 
borne proportion- 


ately by all produce-s of that com- 
modity. 
"Such a 
board 
could 
function 


successfully if It operated through 
and'in hearty sympathy 
with the 


co-operative 
commodity associa- 


tion." 
Governor Lcwdon declared that in 


all other lines of industry free and 
open competition in marketing: has 
been gradually disappearing: in all 
other industries 
there has been a 


steadily growing tendency 
to sta- 


bilize prices. 
With its millions of 


members freely 
competing among 


themselves, agriculture finds itself 
• cupying just 
the 
opposite posi- 


tion, forced to sell tbeir products in 
a highlv organized industrial 
and 


commercial world; all out of gear 
•with the entire industrial fabric. 


M'-. Lowden said success 
of his 


suggestion would depend entirely 
upon the federal farm board being 
so framed as to strengthen and not 
•weaken 
the 
co-operative 
move- 


ment, "for in this movemonv," 
he 


said, "lies the greatest hope of the 
future of Americtn agriculture."

The letter is in 
the custody of Deputy Sheriff Cecil 
"Ward, and has not been opened. 


Miss Olson carnc from Minnesota 


to Lincoln when the general hos- 
pital was opened, and had remained 
with that Institution ever since. She 
was in charge of the drug supplies 
and so had easy access to poison. 


Although other nurses heard Miss 


Olson arise by 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing, she did not appear as usual, 
and the door of her room was lound 
to be 
locked. 
Hanna 
Aebi 
and 


Margaret Bieth, two other nurses, 
listened and heard some one breath- 
ing heavily. 
They called the jani- 


tor who broke open the door. Miss 
Olson was discovered lying on the 
floor, her mouth seared by the acid 
and a glass one third full standing 
nearby. 


She was placed on the bed im- 


mediately and Dr. Mayhew called. 
She did n«± regain 
consciousness 


and death soon followed." Dr. R. H. 
Sawyer, the county physician was 
called, and then the county sheriff. 


Tho mother has been notified. 
Tho body is being held at Wad- 


low's mortuaiy, where funeral ser- 
vices- -will be held Kriday, the time 
to be announced later. 


Besides her 
mother, Miss Olson 


leaves two sisters and two brother. 
Her asociates at the hospital un- 
derstood that Miss Olson's 
father 


met an accidental

made the train a reality. Ihe certi- 
fied potatoes alone will be valued at 
about 575,000. F. L. Taylor, of Den- 
ver, assistant agricultural agent for 
the Burlington railroad, is in Alli- 
ance working- on plans for the train, 
in conjunction with the growers of 
this vicinity. 


These growers have been push- 


ing the idea of sending the special 
train south. 
It was first planned 


to make the train entirely of seed 
potatoes, but it was necessary to 
obtain other prodticts in order to 
make up a large train.

more than half a century. 


Holding lhat this form of gov- 


ernment existed in Italy at present, 
they argued that it was ill-advised 
to accept a settlement, calling for 
the major part of tbo payment in 
the later years, of Die 
contract 


period. Both favored postponement 
of an agreement for ten years, \vith 
Italy keeping up interest payments 
during that period at the rate speci- 
fied in the pending settlement. At 
the end of ten years, they felt the 
stability of the Italian government 
could be more definitely determined. 


Besides the Italian settlement, 


other agreements 
approved were 


those with 
Belgium, 
Czecho-Slo- 


vakia, Latvia, 
Kschonia and Ru- 


mania.

In the 
report It was held that the com- 
pany had violated court decre** 
stopping it from continuing cer- 
tain practices, said to. be violative 
of the anti-trust laws. 


Some time after receiving this 


report, the then Attorney General 
Harlan F. Stone whote the commit- 
tee that since the report covered 
the situation only to 1922 and the 
statute of limitations In such cases 
runs out after one year. It would 
be necessary to continue the In- 
vestigation to determine whether 
there had been violations within 
the period of time In which con- 
tempt proceedings could be insti- 
tuted. 
The committee Invited the jus- 


tice department to Inspect all the 
evidence In Its files, 
but subse- 


quently, it x-oted 3 to 2, to hold, as 
confidential evidence obtained from 
an examination of the books and 
papers of the Aluminum company 
itself.

THE AUTOMOBILE TOLL. 


Here in Lincoln there is some foundation for the 


hope that the various traffic signal devices installed 
by Mayor Zehrung, Commissioner Duncan and other 
members of the city commission are bearing fruit. 


There have been fewer accidents of a more seri- 


ous nature, resulting in fatalities and crippling in- 
juries since the lighting and stop 
signals were in- 


stalled than during any' similar period in the last 
five years. 
This record has been achieved in the 


face of the fact that there was a large Increase In the 
number of automobiles in the city and country, with 
a subsequent congestion of traffic. 
For the first 


six months of the year which has just closed there 
•were four deaths in automobile accidents and eleven 
people painfully or seriously injured 
In the last 


sLr months, after the installation of the new traffic 
regulations there has been but one fatal automob'.Ie 
accident, and while about thirty people have been 
injured, most of the cases have been of an inconse- 
quential nature. 


It is a record in which Lincoln and the members 


of the commission may well take pride. 


But as a matter of fact the more serious automo- 


bile accidents have occurred more frequently outsldc- 
of the city limits. It Is along the roads in the coun- 
tryside where the fast driving takes place, and it is? 
in these rural districts where the automobile is tak- 
ing a steadily increasing toll in Nebraska. No fur- 
ther evidence is needed to establisfuthc fact that the 
fight to reduce automobile accidents must be direct- 
ed against fast driving. 
It is the rapidly moving 


cars, which crashing together, kill and main. It is 
the speeding automobile which 
turns 
turtle or 


plunges into the ditches along the- rural highways, 
usually with serious consequences. 
When the peo- 


ple of this city and state, and in the nation at large 
are ready to recognize the menace of fast driving, 
the campaign to reduce the number of automobile 
fatalities will have been won. 


* 
• * 


Certain ot the larger cities in America 
have en- 


deavored to solve the problem of traffic congestion 
by increasing the speed limits upon certain desig- 
nated boulevards or streets. 


The results are not encouraging. 
Practically aJl of these great centers of population 


showed an increase in deaths from automobile acci- 
dents. In New York City where you have to drive 
rapidly or take the chance of being run over, there 
were 810 deaths in the first ten months of 1925, a 
very perceptible Increase over the same period of 
time in 1921. 
Chicago, second in the number of 


fatalities, with 7S7 deaths In the twelve months .re- 
flected an Increase of 84. In Philadelphia the num- 
ber of deaths increased from 285 in 1924 to 325 in 
1925; 
in'Detroit from 236 in 1924 to 395 in 1925; in

In all of these cities unusual efforts were put forth 


to curb the increase in automobile accidents. 
It 


is not an easy problem even under the most favorable 
conditions. 
The growth in automobile 
ownership 


emphasizes the congestion of traffic in the larger 
centers of population. 
More' than 20,000,000 motor 


vehicles travelled the highways and roads of Ameri- 
ca In 1925, the latest figures compiled by the na- 
tional organization show 
In the larger cities there 


are thousands and thousands of cars, of all makes 
and descriptions, driven with varying degrees of ex- 
perience and ability, and in traffic so thick that it 
calls for unusual care and caution. 


It is significant that speeding up the traffic has 


not reduced fatal accidents. The result of "Taster 
driving has been more people killed. 


EXPLORING ANOTHER WORLD. 


No true naturalist is satisfieff to obtain his knowl- 


edge of animate creatures secondhand—that is to 
say, from books or by examining dead anatomical 
specimens. He loves to see the objects of his study 
moving about in their own habitat, to observe their 
moods, instincts and emotions as reflected by their 
conduct. He even takes pleasure in a sort of com- 
panionship as he becomes closer 
acquainted 
with 


them and they with him. 


From time immemorial men have 
been in dose 


enough contact with the birds of the air and the 
beasts of the field to feel a sense of sympathy with 
them. 
That feeling even extends to some insects, 


such as ants and bees. All of these living as they 
do In the same element and amidst the same sur- 
roundings as ourselves, are regarded by us humans 
as having some kinship "to ourselves, without refer- 
ence to our belief or disbelief in evolution. 


But toward those beings that dwell in the water 


man ts more indifferent. 
They Interest him as food, 


or as material for scientific research, or as decora- 
tive features of a house or lawn; but in his heart he 
holds no particular regard—certainly no affection— 
for them such as he exhibits for dogs, horses, doves, 


. or canaries. 


Probably this Is mainly because he does not under- 


stand them so well. Fish are virtually of another 
world than that which man inhabits. They cannot 
survive in his air any more than he can in their 
H2O. 
Being constituted on radically different lines, 


men and fish have been unable to get together on a 
common plane. 


In an effort to make the closer acquaintance of fish 


and find out what they are really like, William Beebe 
a venturesome naturalist, decided to adapt himself 
an far as possible to their viewpoint and mode of 
life by submerging himself in a coral Inlet off one 
of the Galapagos Islands, where he sat on the bottom 
of the ocean 20 or 30 feet 
belo— the 
surface, and 


•watched their actions. "What f.e learned Is told In a 
scries of fascinating articles lately published in two 
or three periodicals. 


Beebe did not wear the regulation 
diving 
suit, 


which It'very cumbersome and awkward for movln« 
around on the sea floor. He had a large metal bell, 
which wan Inverted and placed over his head with 
op«n apace all around tho bottom. There were two 
windows, obliquely placed, In the front of the bell, 
and weights to keep It 
properly 
balanced on his 


shoulders. 
Th« rest of the outfit was merely an 


ordinary bathing suit. 
Thus equipped, he climbed 


down a wire ladder to his observation post beneath 
the waves. 


The air In the helmet, constantly reple»lshed by a 


pump In the boat overhead, kept the water from 
coming- up above his neck. Otherwise, he'-was Im- 
mersed In the liquid, the same as tie fish, but there 
was no sensation of wetness. The weight of the hel- 
met became negligible upon submersion because of 
the water pressure buoying It up. Beebe could al- 
most Imagine himself one of the denizens of the 
deep. 


The fish came flocking about to see who this mys- 


terious visitor could be; but when he sat down they 
soon ceased to take notice and swam about Just as 
though he were not there. He discovered that any 
sudden1 movement by one of the finny tribe would 
cause other fish by hundreds and thousands to como 
scurrying from every direction; but as soon as the 
movement ceased things would settle down again 
and all would go back to their regular occupations; 
Little fish passed right in front of the noses of big 
ones without being molested; but let some member 
of the swarming host exhibit signs of being in dis- 
tress and others would rush at him, apparently ready 
to take advantage of his plight by devouring him. 


These and many other interesting facts which Mr. 


Beebe learned go to show that fish, in spite of their 
uncouth appearance and reputed lack of Intelligence, 
have qualities not greatly different from those of 
other animals and of mankind. In time we may come 
to be more chummy with them than heretofore.

The reports filtering in from 
the 
northwestern 


section of this state in connection with the search 
for a couple believed to have been lost in the great 
snowstorm which swept over that country nearly a 
month ago have occasioned widespread surprise." 


Although living within a few hundred miles of 


;hat sandhill region very few of us in the eastern 
counties of Nebraska realized that blizzards and 
storms with the full terrors of the olden- days still 
visit that section. 
It has been several years now 


since eastern Nebraska has had a genuine old-fash- 
toned "northwester". The nearest approach to it in 
point of snowfall came in 1913 when the ground was 
covered with over two feet of snow but the absence 
of wind prevented it from drifting. 


There are many who affirm that striking climatic 


changes have taken place in eastern Nebraska in re- 
cent years. That Is possibly the explanation as to 
why the old-time blizzards have become' practically a 
ncmory in this section of the state. More plausible,

:he variation. Timber and shrubbery have increased 
rcatly in the last quarter of a century. Towns and 
illages have sprung up upon the prairies. There is 


no longer the long sweep for the wind which added 
vO the sting of pioneer days. 


There is a section of Nebraska which still faces 


pioneer conditions. In many parts of the sandhills 
the ranchmen battle with the elements in the same

that 
they did years ago. 
The 


means of transportation has changed, with the coni- 
ng of the automobile, but even that-Is of little value 
over the rough trails and roads when the full fury 
of a winter storm breaks. 
The %vinter in these 


western counties has been unusually severe, with 
blocked roads and traffic at practically a standstill, 
Little has trickled through to give a true picture of 
he conditions there.

NORMAL VARIATIONS IN WEIGHT. 


REDUCING LESSON typ. 4. 


You've been on the liquid diet for two days now. You have one more 


day to go, to complete the three-day shrlnking-stomach period. 


I promised you that yhen you were welshed, you would find you 


had lost from five to ten pounds. A large part ot this loss is the excess 
water that up to this time has been retained in the tissues to keep the 
tissue fluids normal, and this has been necessary because of your con- 
centrated and overabundant diet. 
The more water-logged you have 


beeji, the more you will lose on this three-day liquid diet period. That's 
the reason I give the amount that will be lost in weight, a variation of 
from five to ten pounds. Now that you have been on this liquid or semi- 
liquid diet, the excess water is not necessary m* the system, and you 
have eliminated It. Some of my followers have thought that they had 
kidney trouble because of this free elimination of water, but that 
free elimination is not a symptom of kidney trouble, anyway. 


You will find th£t when you go on your 1200 calories daily, and are 


getting some solid food, your system will retain a little more water. 
THE DAILY VARIATION OF'WEIGHT. 


If you have a bathroom-scale (and I strongly advise you to get one) 


then It will be lots of fun to weigh just before retiring and before your 
bath In the morning, and to keep a record of your daily weight. You 
will find that in the morning you weigh a pound and one-half to two 
pounds less than you did the night before. This is due to the loss of 
water that has been given off by thelungs (through respiration) the skin 
and the kidneys, during tho--night. If you don't eat anything during- the 
clay, or eat very little, you welsh less at night than you do in the 
morning of the same day, because of this loss of water through the lungs 
and kidneys. 
If you haven't a bathroom scale, then once or twice a week on the 


same scale, is often enough to -be weighed. 
But you must remember 


these points, if you wanfi to have an accurate idea of how much you 
have lost: 
Weigh at the same time of day in relation to eating and 


elimination, and in the same weight clothes. For instance, if you weigh 
your self before lunch on one day, then you should weigh yourself be- 
fore lunch the next time, if you want to know the actual variation in 
weight unless you deduct the weight of the foods and liquids you have 
taken, and this is difficult to compute. 
There is a daily variation in weight due to the difference in the 


water that Is normally retained n the system. AVhen you eat salty and 
concentrated foods, more water is retained, and for this reason the salty 
and concentrated foods should be avoided. 


It is the weekly variation in weight that you should be concerned 


about. . For instance, you may lost one-quarter of a pound of fat on a 
certain day, but retain one and one-quarter pounds of water. That 
would make your scales show a gain of one pound in weight, while in 
reality you have lost one-quarter of a pound fat. The water is elimin- 
ated daily so there can be only one day's retention of water at any time, 
and if you record your weekly weighings, you have seven days loss of 
fat against one day's retention of water. And you should show a weekly 
loss, on 1200 calories daily, of one and one-half to two pounds. 


It's a wise plan, on the day before you are going to record your 


weight, to go a little lower than usual on your calories and to eat no 
salty or concentrated foods.

Without regard to the soundness 


of legislation designed to control 
price, it must be admitted that the 
problem of the United ytates in 
maintains at artificially high levels 
the price of farm produce would be 
exceedingly difficult, if not wholly 
impossible, because of the competi- 
tion our farm products meet from 
other agricultural nations. 
Brazil 


is able to control the price of cot- 
fee because she enjoys a natural 
monopoly In the growth of that 
product while England enjoys a near 
monopoly in rubber temporarily. 


About the only effective means 


available for affording substantial 
relief to the American corn grower 
is for the government to subsidize 
him outright, paying him directly 
from the treasury a few cents for 
every bushel of corn he grows. That 
in effect is what is Involved in all 
of the current proposals to "stabilize 
the price of farm products. 


The present administration, there 


is every reason for believing, will 
have nothing to do with legislation 
so patently unsound as this, but it 
Is likely to have a fight on its hands 
within the next few months to pre- 
vent enactment of some such ill- 
conceived legislation. Southern cot- 
ton growers have felt they "had a 
grievance against the government 
ever since the bottom fell out of 
their market In 1920. Their repre- 
sentatives in congress In large num- 
bers can be counted on to assist 
the western farm bloc in its de- 
mand for higher corn and wheat 
prices.

Thirty years ago diphtheria was 


a scourge, taking a toll of deatli in 
some communities 
almost unbe- 


lievable 
in this- age of 
disease- 


ptevention. 
In an Otoe 
county 


community at one lime eighty per 
cent of the children who contracted 
the dread disease died quickly af- 
ter Inoculation, for the reason that 
there was no adequate means o£ 
relief. 


It ib interesting to note what has 


been accomplished through anti- 
toxin treatment for diphtheria in 
one Nebraska community 
during 


the past ten years. The health de- 
partment of the city of Lincoln 
reports a total of 1,049 cases of j 
diphtheria from 1916 to 1925 Inclu- ! 
sive, of which 69 were fatal, and 
most of the victims had other com- 
plications. 
In 1924 Lincoln had P 


serious epidemic of the disease, 22G 
cases reported by physicians. Of 
these, 12 terminated fatally. This 
year, up to December 1 a total of 
63 cases were reported, .Avith 
4 


deaths.

Ten years ago there was super- 


stition well-embodied in the minds 
of sensible people that the treat- j 
ment of diphtheria, anti-toxin in- ' 
jections, was worse than the dis- 
ease itself. It took a long time to , 
encourage people to permit science 
to help them, but the good work ' 
has gone steadily on and today no 
parents is unwilling to let his fam- 
ily physician apply to a suffering 
child that which has been proven 
so efficient.

ter" edition of the magazine. 


In it an announcement said, would 


appear the two love letters which 
caused a sensation in the Rhine- 
lander annulment suit in New 1'ork 
and which were* not published. 


Bromell was dismissed by Pres- 


ident Lewis when he refused vol- 
untarily to withdraw and after ac- 
cepting- full responsibility for tha 
publication. 
Dr. Lewis said 
The 


Lash generally was in "exceeding- 
ly bad taste," but he objected par- 
ticularly 
to an article attacking 


ths moral 
character 
of George 


Washington 
while 
he lived 
at 


Mount Vernon. 


"•The university carries the name 


of the father of his country." he 
declared, "and the article, besides 


being obscene, is unpatriotic." 


^Associates 
of 
Bromell, 
whose 


names are being sought by uni- 
versity authorities, were said to be 
rallying to hU support in. an effort 
to have him reinstated and to ob- 
tain authority to continue publica- 
tion of the magazine. Bromell con- 
tended his 
dismissal grew out of 


hi campaign against "an all-pow- 
erful fraternity clique" ruling the 
university. 


The Lash was produced, an an- 


nouncement In it said, to lodge in 
''plain and unmistakable language 
a protest against the existence of 
the fraternal oligarchy which dom- 
inates all student affairs" at the 
university. 


"For many decades," it contin- 


ued, "the university has been ham- 
strung by a few snobs who have 
attempted to run or ruin the school. 
Thus far they have been success- 
ful in both, 
with the result that 


George 
Washington 
university is 


•known only in its immediate vicin- 
ity.Another announcement disclosed 
that a previous issue of The Lash 
was attempted but was abandoned 
after printing, "because It offended 
the aesthetic sense of some of our

GRANT NEW TRIAL 


IN OAG6ETT CASE 


High Court Ruling Favors 


Man Sentenced to 


20 Year Term. . 


Finds Improper Testimony 


Given By Prosecution 


Witnesses. 


Elmer Daggett, whom a Dawson 


county jury held g-uilty of incest 
upon his daughter, resulting in his 
being sentenced to 20 years in the 
penitentiary, is declared by the su- 
preme court to have been convicted 
under an improper instruction by 
the trial court and by means of im- 
proper testimony given by prosecu- 
tion witnesses attacking- the charac- 
ter of witnesses for the defense. For 
these reasons. Daggett is given a 
new trial. 


The erroneous instruction was one 


advising the jury that it was the 
sole judge as to the credibility of 
different witnesses. 
This coupled 


with the failure of the presiding 
judge to inform the jurors that they 
could not legally convict the de- 
fendant on 
uncorroborated 
testi- 


mony of the complaining witness, is 
held to hax'e been a substantial vio- 
lation of Daggetfs rights. 
His daughter, the alleged victim, 


and her mother, from whom Dag- 
gett was separated, furnished the 
chief evidence for the presecution. 
Two other women were put on the 
stand for the defense and gave tes- 
timony reflecting on Mrs. Daggett 
and the daughter. In turn, the pre- 
secution undertook to 
show that 


these witnesses themselves were in 
bad moral repute. The high bench 
says the prosecution had a right to 
attack their reputation for truth 
and veracity, but not otherwise. 


New Trial Alto for Langford. 


On technical grounds, a reversal 


is entered as to the conviction of 
William Langford in Dawes county 
for failure to pay $10 a month for 
the support of his minor child, as 
directed by the district court when 
it granted "a decree of divorce to his 
wife. Katie J., with custody of the 
child. 
Langford was first arranged 
in 


county court, 
waived preliminary 


examination, 'and was bound over 
to the district court. These proceed- 
ings were certified by the countv 
judge to the latter tribunal, and the 
trial w-as held upon the record thus 
made. Langford asked to have the 
case dismissed because the county 
attornev filed no regular informa- 
tion 
against 
him m the district 


court, but this request was denied 
and the conviction followed. 


The supreme court finds that the 


offense charged was triable only in 
the district court, and that the fail- 
ure either to file an information or 
have a 
grand 
jury 
indictment 


brought against the defendant con- 
stituted a fatal defect in the prose- 
cution.

visions of the bill Wednesday, the 
committee accepted many of 
the 


technical 
administrative 
changes 


voted by the house. 
This com- 


pleted work on the bill_ except for 
the rate schedules and the question 
of publicity of income tax returns. 


On these vital sections, straight 


out party votes were predicted 
in 


the committee, where a majority of 
ten to seven. 
Kepublicans have 


a somev.-hat similar majority 
in 


the senate as a whole, but the dem- 
ocrats a:~e counting on considerable 
support from insurgent republican 
members, which enabled them two 
years ago to write their provisions 
into the bill. 


While no indication of the demo- 


cratic program has been given Sen- 
ator Simmons is known to favor an

Martin of the Kansas agricultural 
college and Dr. R. W. Goss of Ne- 
braska were the speakers.

lined factors entering into control 
of it. In these he enumerated in- 
secticides,

The moth is causing apple

J E. Davidson of the Nebraska

trification." 


After outlining the advantages of 


rural electrification and .the pro- 
gress it has made throughout the 
nation Mr. Davidson said "in the 
final analysis the farmer will de- 
cide how quickly electricity is to 
be used in agriculture. If he cre- 
ates the proper sentiment and uses 
the electricity ivhen it arrives at 
his door to the extent that it is 
an economic success, it will not be 
long before a majority of Nebras- 
ka farms will be electrified. 
Grading, and
